Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

WATER. 

An  important  extension  of  the  water  mains  took  place  in 
the  Morley  area,  where  approximately  3,760  yards  of  main 
were  laid  to  meet  the  need  for  a  satisfactory  water  supply 
in  this  part  of  the  district.  Most  of  the  owners  of  property 
on  the  route  of  the  main  have  made  use  of  the  facilities  for 
obtaining  water  and,  by  the  end  of  1937,  64  houses  and 
other  premises  out  of  a  total  of  93  had  been  connected  to 
the  main. 

Except  for  a  few  isolated  farms  and  buildings,  the  Stock- 
port  Corporation  mains  now  cover  the  whole  of  the  urban 
district. 

During  the  year,  three  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination.  Two 
of  them  (both  from  the  same  well)  were  not  suitable  for 
potable  use  and  the  owner  was  asked  to  find  another  source 
of  supply. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

No  new  extension  of  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the 
year,  but  the  work  in  connection  with  the  sewerage  of 
Handforth  which  was  in  progress  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  was  completed. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  complaints  were  received  and  no  action  was  taken  in 
connection  with  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

WILMSLOW.— During  the  year  an  effort  was  made  to 
reduce  the  number  of  houses  with  closets  on  the  con¬ 
servancy  system  which  are  within  a  reasonable  distance  of 
a  sewer.  As  the  result  of  informal  action,  22  ashclosets  were 
converted  to  water  closets.  There  remain  19  ashclosets  and 
5  pail  closets  within  100  feet  of  a  sewer  still  to  be  dealt  with. 

HANDFORTH.-— When  the  sewerage  of  Handforth  was 
completed  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  about 
150  houses  with  closets  on  the  conservancy  system.  Property 
owners  were  notified  that  the  sewer  was  completed  and 
ready  for  use,  and  they  were  asked  to  convert  their  ash¬ 
closets  and  pail  closets  to  water  closets.  My  requests  met 
with  fairly  satisfactory  results  and  45  ashclosets  were 
replaced  by  water  closets.  Other  owners  have  promised  to 
provide  their  houses  with  modern  sanitary  conveniences 
and  more  work  in  this  direction  will  be  carried  out  in  1938. 

STYAL. — No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  district  of 
Styal  where  there  are  over  180  pail  closets  in  existence.  The 
pails  are  emptied  weekly  by  Council  men  and  the  contents 
are  disposed  of  by  a  local  market  gardener. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  refuse,  which  is  collected  once  weekly  from  houses  and 
disposed  of  by  tipping  on  land  at  Newgate,  Twinney’s 
Bridge  and  Handforth. 

The  Council  has  made  provision  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
for  a  number  of  years  by  purchasing  38%  acres  of  land  in 
Newgate  for  the  purpose  of  tipping. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 

No  action  taken  during  the  year. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Three  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding 
the  emission  of  smoke  in  such  quantities  as  to  be  a 
nuisance.  All  the  complaints  referred  to  the  chimney  of 
the  Pumping  Station  in  Manchester  Road  and  after  investi¬ 
gation  they  were  referred  to  the  Stockport  Corporation 
Waterworks  Department  for  their  attention. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  district  is  practically  free 
from  this  species  of  vermin.  It  was  necessary  however  to 
fumigate  seven  houses  in  order  to  rid  them  of  bed  bugs. 
The  houses  were  not  badly  infested  and  no  further  com¬ 
plaints  have  been  received. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths 
or  pools  open  to  the  public  in  this  district.

REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE: 

Last  year  I  reported  that  there  was  a  need  for  the 
inspection  of  a  larger  number  of  working  class  houses  and 
pointed  out  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  local  authority  to  cause 
their  district  to  be  inspected  from  time  to  time  in  order  to 
discover  houses  needing  repair.  A  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  inspections  was  made  this  year  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  there  are  many  more  houses  not  in  all  respects 
reasonably  fit  for  habitation  but  which  could  be  rendered 
fit  at  a  very  reasonable  expense.  Systematic  inspection  of 
this  class  of  property  should  be  carried  out  without  waiting 
for  complaints  from  the  occupiers. 

DEMOLITION  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES  : 

Five  houses  on  which  demolition  orders  had  become 
operative  had  not  been  demolished  at  the  end  of  1936.  The 
demolition  orders  on  three  of  the  houses  in  Back  Church 
Street  were  cancelled  and  an  undertaking  accepted  from 
the  owner  that  the  houses  would  not  be  used  for  human 
habitation,  and  the  other  two  houses  in  Church  Street  were 
demolished. 

Of  the  eighteen  houses  reported  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation  during  the  year,  three  were  demolished  (Dean 
Row  Road  2,  Church  Street  l),  an  undertaking  was  accepted 
from  the  owners  of  two  in  Dean  Road,  Handforth,  to  the 
effect  that  they  would  not  be  re-let  for  human  habitation, 
and  the  remaining  thirteen  were  receiving  the  Council’s 
attention  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

OVERCROWDING  : 

From  the  figures  given  in  the  Overcrowding  Section  of 
the  Housing  Return,  it  will  be  observed  that  8  cases  of 
overcrowding  were  abated  and  the  number  of  persons  con- 
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cerned  in  such  cases  was  44,  an  average  of  5%  persons  per 
house,  whilst  10  houses  were  still  overcrowded  at  the  end 
of  the  year  with  a  number  of  occupants  totalling  80,  an 
average  of  8  per  house.  This  indicates  that  the  largest 
families  have  not  yet  been  able  to  obtain  accommodation 
large  enough  for  their  requirements  and,  although  Wilmslow 
is  not  troubled  with  much  overcrowding,  there  are  two 
families  of  II  and  12  persons  each  living  in  two  bedroomed 
houses. 

Rent  Books— Permitted  Numbers— it  has  not  been 
possible  owing  to  the  amount  of  other  work  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  Section  62  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 
A  large  number  of  landlords  and  agents  have  not  made 
application  for  the  permitted  numbers  with  respect  to  their 
houses  and  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  enforce  compliance. 
Consequently  many  rent  books  do  not  contain  the  maximum 
number  of  persons  allowed  to  sleep  on  the  premises  and  it 
is  possible  that  some  houses  may  become  overcrowded 
because  this  number  is  not  known.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES : 

The  number  of  private  slaughterhouses  in  Wilmslow  is 
10  and  they  are  situated  in  all  parts  of  the  district.  On  the 
death  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Lomas,  in  January,  1937,  I  was  appointed 
to  carry  out  the  inspection  of  meat  for  the  whole  district, 
and  the  standard  adopted  was  that  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  a  Memorandum  on  a  System  of  Meat 
Inspection.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  my  decisions  of 
condemnation  were  accepted  by  the  owners  and  it  was  not 
necessary  therefore  to  seize  any  carcase  or  organ  during 
the  year.

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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933: 

All  animals,  including  sheep,  slaughtered  in  a  slaughter¬ 
house  in  this  district,  must  be  stunned  by  means  of  a 
mechanically  operated  instrument  in  order  to  prevent 
unnecessary  suffering.  All  slaughtermen  appear  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

There  were  29  persons  licensed  to  act  as  slaughtermen  in 
the  district  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

BUTCHER’S  SHOPS  AND  STALLS  : 

One  new  shop  was  opened  during  the  year,  making  a  total 
of  19  butchers’  shops  in  Wilmslow.
